Sir Arthur Currie in replyir^ to the 
Alma Mater toast paid tribute to the 
princlpalshlp of Sir Robert at the Vni- 
■i-ersi:.- of Toronto, when rpmark np on 
tlie pnr: that 'Varclty has played Ir. 
Canadian iif'alre durine the hunrirc-J 
years of its existence. "There has been 
no more imposing period In Its cslst- 
ence thar. the last twenty years — the 
period of Sir Robert's principalship," 
declared Sir Arthur, who also spoke 
in glowinc termr of the hormonous re- 
latons that cxis: between the two 
universities at Montreal and Toronto.

\>^:-: of the student- "Oricinal thoutnt 
Is the line of Ere2r«-f!: résistance," he 
tieclared. "Mere memory is the line of 
least resistance.

English and Canadian Similar 

"B;- rçason of the origin of our Can. 
a (liar, universities in the dayi of the 
Uîilied Empire Lroyallsts. and from the 
influence of the early teachers, Cana- 
dian universities are far closer to those 
of Britain than they are to thobe of 
the States," declared Sir Bobert Fal- 
coner.
